EASTERN TRAINERS ACTIVE 


BUSY SCENES ON LONG ISLAND TRACKS HER- 
ALD APPROACHING SEASON. 


Frank Weir’s Horses Most Forward of Those Train- 
ing- at Gravesend — Keene Two- Year-Old 
Excites Admiration. 


Ni-w York. March 22. — Frank Weir, whose horses 
are the most forward racers training at Graveseud. 
was the husiest man at the old Brooklyn track yes- 
terday. Mr. Weir obviously intends that his horses 
shall i»c ready to do their best at Aqueduct. Galley- 
Slave, the three-year-old by Goldercst that Mr. 
Weir iiurchased on liis own account front William 
Lakeland last fall, headed the trainer's first set. 
which was made up of Galley Slave, the Ally IxtttiSe 
S.. Barleytliorpe and Kockstone. Tills quartet went 
half a mile in .Vi. Barleytliorpe appeared to be a 
hit proppy at lirst. hut after getting fairly in 
motion, he went along well enough. Kockstone is 
the most advanced of the Weir horses. Alfred 
Noble, which is in both the Carter and Metropolitan 
Handicaps, went a half in raj impressively. Alfred 
Noble is a iNtpular horse at Gravesend these days. 
All the trainers like him. 

Dick Miller, who expects to have his horses ready 
for Aqueduct, was out with William S. Faushawc's 
two-year -old*, which breezed iu 20. 27 and 29. the 
Broomstick and Hcrmis Allies showing best. The 
three-year-olds, of which The Turk is best, merely 
cautered. 

Richard King allowed his Dr. Mat-Bride colts and 
Allies to canter three-eighths in from 41 to 43. 
There are at least three good lookers in this ou!At. 
and they will l>e ready to race early. King has a 
promising young jumper which he sent half a mile 
in .14. 

At tUieepsbead Bay the main and yearling courses 
were alive with horses. The going was good and 
safe, but not as fast as at Gravesend. Gravesend 
going is better this year than it ever was before. 
James Rowe and his sable helper, Thomas Green, 
had more work to do than any of their fellows. 
Mr. Rowe sent the Allies Maskette. , Melisande and 
Infatuation three-eighths of a mile in 43}. These 
marcs seem to be in good condition, but it is not 
likely that they will be hurried. Tile Belmont 
Park spring meeting will just about And them rac- 
ing. Twelve of the two-year-olds were sent quarters 
in 2S and 29 They all went along uieely. These 
youngsters are intended for Aqueduct and Jamaica. 

Ballot. Hilarious and Sweep worked halves in Hi, 
37 and 3S. respectively. Mr. Rowe is pleased with 
the way these good horses are training. The two- 
year-olds. Archduke. Rake. Corking. Black Friar and 
Scrimmage, went quarters in 2S. 2!> and 30. Others 
youngsters shown by Mr. Rowe were Love Not. 
Spin. Nightfall. Dreaming. Chemulpo. Chancery and 
Forbidden Fruit. Forbidden Fruit, a daughter of 
Adam and Citronella. is inncli admired at Sliecps- 
hcad Bay. She is a Ally of great size anil admirable 
conformation. Some have already picked this Ally 
as the Itest two-year-old of her sex this year. She 
looks like a champion already. The three-year-olds 
Metaphor. Grasmere. SulTragist and Seneca 11. can- 
tered halves ill 33 and 30. Helmet was a member 
of this set. hut he did nothing iu the way of fast 
work. 

Sam Hildreth’s Arst set was made up of Firestone. 
Montgomery and Rose Queen. They went halves in 
30. 37 and 38. They are all doing well and should 
is- ready for Aqueduct. Firestone especially is a 
prepossessing looker this spring. He seems to have 
wintered more satisfactorily than any other horse 
in tlie Hildreth establishment. Mr. Hildreth's second 
set was made up of Jeanne d'Arc. Joe Madden. Res- 
tigouche and Dalmatian. Every one who sees Dal- 
matian notices the colt's remarkable resemblance 
to Fltz Herbert. The two colts are by the same 
siri — Ethelltcrt.' Jeanne d’Arc may race at Aque- 
duct. She lias a nice turn of speed and looks ex- 
ceedingly well this spring. King James and Wood- 
craft confined their exercise to slow galloping. 

Queen Marguerite, the pride of the Green River 
Stable, looks as fresh as a two-year-old this spring 
and she is as lively. Frank Starita had her do a 
half in 3b. Starita has several two-year-olds that 
already are going quarters in 2b and i liree-eightlis 
in 42." Starlta’s youngster* are Jem Cain, a bay 
colt by Tithouns — Jennie Wren: Referee, a chestnut 
cult by Alloway: Senator Collins, a bay colt by Tit- 
bonus— English Lass: Florence, a brown Ally liv Tit- 
i mills — Miss Gyp: El Troubadour, and a bay Ally by 
Ti I bonus — Daytona. They are good lookers. 

Jnlc Garson sent Tonito a half in 34 and Grania 
31 hal f in 3N. These platers look well bodily and 
both should race early. 

T. Murphy. David Gideon's trainer, has two bay 
Allies and two chestnut Allies. He sent them 
quarters in 27 and 28. 

Toni Welsh, wlio sets Hie pace for the trainers ,at 
Gravesend, lias his big string looking especially well, 
ami front the i-haraeter of his training lie will surely 
lie represented at Aqueduct. 

George Cornnell has a promising pair in Everett and 
Sandrian. while Casque lias been doing all that has 
been asked of him. 

Frank Taylor did nothing with Fitz ITerltert. hut 
the son of Etlielbert is looking well and should be 
ready for anv question* asked in training. Adritiche 
is the tile that Taylor will make bis start with at 
Aqueduct. She went along for three furlongs in 42, 
and it will not take long to have her ready. 

John Hynes lias a likelr lot in his eare at Graves- 
end and lie "ill probably start Tubal and Imitator at 
Aqueduct. Black Chief worked a half in 34. and the 
two-year-olds in the string showed plenty of speed. 

At Belmont Park Kimball Patterson worked Rocky 
O'Brien Ave-ciglitlis in 1:09}- The winner of the 
Tlonefnl last year gives evidence of splendid winter- 
ing and it is likely that be will again rank high 
among the colts of his age. Tlie Meddler colt |wis- 
ses<es a quick turn of s|»ced and his action is ex- 
cellent. Winning Widow. Plutocrat and Then Ryan 
breezed three-eighths in 39. Dublin Minstrel went 
over the same ground in -H*g. Judging by appear- 
ances trainer Patterson has several useful one* In liis 
juvenile division. 

Responsful, the two-year-old Mystic River, and tlie 
unnamed brown colt out of Nalima of the Richard T. 
Wilson. Jr., string, breezed three -eighths in 41. Tlie 
latter colt is a brother to AImIcII. Stokes. Newmarket 
an<1 other winners. Sheriff Bradley. Altamaha. Aga- 
Wiim. Gunstlek. Dorebi-ster. Abound. Mr. Jingle. 
Cherish. Fort Worth. Old Boy and Pliantasque went 
a half at « two-mlnute clip. 

Falcada. the five-year-old chestnut horse by Wools- 
tliorpe. which bowed in lioth tendons last year, lias 
been given cart exercise, anil be seems to have 
lienefited by it. Falcada. in company with Benii- 
coiip. May River. Olambala. Mcxoana. Radium Star. 
Cumllels'rry and Brtishbroom. was sent five-eighths in 
1:13. 

Silas Veitcli gave Grandpa anil Neillim a good 
gallon. The former is training satisfactorily. 

William K. Griffin lias his Pirate of Penzance 
horse. Earl G.. in training and lie looks well. 

Ed Nash, trainer for Grant Hugh Browne, worked 
his two-.vear-old Griffon til 1 v. Miss Dooley. ,, quarter 
in 20*. She is on the small order and will lie ready 
for Aqueduct. 

Trainer William Hayward was a recent visitor at 
Belmont Park. About April 1 he will ship eight 
horses from New Jersey.

AMATEURS IN THE SADDLE 


JACKSONVILLE SOCIETY FOLK ATTRACTED BY 
GENTLEMEN RIDERS’ RACE. 


Judges Complete Investigation of Pantoufle Race, 
Exonerate Trainer Mayberry and Hold Jockey 
Bergen Responsible for Mare’s Showing. 


Jacksonville. Fla., March 22.— Jacksonville society 
turned out in force at Moncreif Park this afternoon, 
tin- attraction being a race for gentlemen riders. 
There were five starters and it proved a stirring eon- 
test. tlie finish finding Mr. Collyer. on John Griffin 
II., and Mr. T. Wright, on Toni McGrath, fighting 
it out. John Griffin II. proved the winner. Mr. 
Collyer rode well. He kept his mount close to Tom 
McGrath’s pace until tlie turn out of the hack- 
stretch. then drew into an easy lead. In the stretch, 
when John Griffin II. liegan to tire, his rider held 
him well together and managed by these tactics 
to get him to last long enough to beat the fast- 
closing Tom McGrath a neck. 

The Schorr stable was conspicuous during the aft- 
ernoon. The Memphis turfman furnished the win- 
ner in the two-year-old race in the Ornament colt, 
John Pendergast, which, heavily backed by his con- 
nections. made a runaway affair of it and won 
easily from the odds-ou favorite. Sir Kearney. 

Gretna Green, also from the Scliorr statile. won 
the third race, in which she met and defeated some of 
the best racers on the grounds. After meeting with 
some early interference she came from behind in the 
homestretch and won going away from the speedy 
Hoffman and Live Wire. The latter had a rough 
trip. He was sharply cut off soon after the start 
and Nicol was forced to pull up. Trainer Congdon 
was much wrought up over the interference that his 
horse suffered and complained to the officials after 
the running of the race. 

In the second race just after the barrier ' was 
raised, the favorite. Sou. bolted against the inner 
rail and all but unseated iier rider. Powers managed 
to snatch her up and when be dismounted it was 
found that Sou had suffered au ugly gash on the 
shoulder where she came in contact with the rail. 

Nine of tlie Schorr horses left for Jamestown this 
morning and. the remainder will tie shipiied tomorrow.
